Preventk>n is the best . <>niro' of 
interna] parasites of 
sheep.

The first step in a parasite con­ 
trol program is moving ewes and 
lamb.s to new' pa .s tu re alx iut ever^' 
three w'eeks. This will help breaK 
up the cvmle of infestation. Nex t 
step is the use of phenothiazine and 
salt. This mix ture is made up of 
1(K) pounds salt 
and 
10 
pounds 
phenothiazine. Keep the mix ture in 
a protected box where the ewes 
and lam bs have easy access to it. 
Adding some fresh mix each w'eek 
wrill help keep up consumption. 
Most sheepmen like to treat their 
sheep 
individually 
for 
parasites 
during the sum m er. Do this as 
often as shown to be nece.pary by 
the condition of the flock. For these 
individual treatm ents .. use either 
the 
bluestone-n; cotine 
sulfate 
drench or liquid phenothiazine con­ 
taining lead arsenate. 
Control of internal parasites of 
sheep isn’t easy .. but it’s a job 
that pay s big dividends.

Sym ingtoii Understands Stevens 


By Brew Peftrsoe 
WASHINGTON — Hum an 
emotions, hum an 
prejudices play a part in any senate hearing. 
But none more so than in the M cCarthy-Army 
investigation. One reason: most Republicans on 
the committee were picked because they were 
pro-M cCarthy. Another reason: the personal 
backgrounds of the Democratic senators. 
Thus while Sen. Stuart Symington of Missouri, 
a Democrat m ay be prejudiced in favor of Sec­ 
retary of the Army Stevens, a Republican, he 
is not more prejudiced than Senators Dirksen 
and M undt, both Republicans, are against Ste­ 
vens, for reasons that will become obvious if 
you exam ine the tangled skein of personalities 
and backgrounds on the M cCarthy committee, 
is follows: 
Siinator Sym ington—It was natural for Sec­ 
retary of the Army Stevens to appeal to Syming­ 
ton for advice for two reasons: 1, Symington has 
bipartisan inclinations and is m arried to the 
daughter of the late Congressman Jim Wads­ 
worth, a revered Republican; 2, Symington, a 
form er secretary of the Air Force, understands 
Stevens’ problems as secretary of the Army . . . 
Sym ington’s father-in-law , Jim W adsworth, w'as 
defeated as senator from New Yorlr., but modest­ 
ly went back to a hum drum job in the house of 
representatives5, where scores of Republicans 
had a soft spot for him and his family. Senator 
Symington, once a Republican backer, paid for 
a band to welcome Tom Dewey in St. Louis in 
1944; also has many high-up GOP friends. 
Symington’s .support for Stevens and Eisen­ 
hower i.s chiefly based on his long experience in 
the executive branch of the government, w'here 
he served as hekd of war surplus property, as 
first secretary of the Air Force, as chairman of 
the National Security Resources Board, then 
chairm an of the Rec''.nstruction Finance corp­ 
oration. He was one of Trum an’s chief trouble­ 
shooters . . . . As Air Force secretary, Syming­ 
ton got embroiled in the same sort of row that 
the secretary of the Army is embroiled in toda 
3'. 
Certain Navy admirals, sore at the growth of 
air pow'er, started vicious rum ors that Symington 
had a personal, even a pecuniary, interest in 
building the giant B-36, designed to carry the 
bom’o to Moscow. Symington took off the gloves, 
appeared before congressional committees, fired 
back at Navy accusers, came off with flying 
colors. Secretary Stevens, knowing Symington’s 
own experience with congressional investigators, 
naturally appealed to him. 
Symington is m ild-m annered and a slow starter 
But he can be a tough fighter and doesn't scare 
easily 
. . McCarthy tried to scare him by 
sending word he would insist that the police 
record of every senate committee member be 
put in the committee record—if Don Surine, w ho 
has an FBI record, w'ere made to testify . . . . 
W hat M cCarthy obviously was aiming at was the 
fact that Symington, when 17 years old, joined 
two other boys in driving off with a neighbor’s 
car. The three boys w^ere fined $25 each, and 
their names are still on the police record in 
connection with a federal offense, even though 
H arry Dorsey W atts, who owned the car, w rote 
Symington; “Your father, one of my closest 
friends, imm ediately got together wdth the par­ 
ents of the other boys and paid me in full. The 
incident was only a prank.”. . . . The incident 
was used against Symington when he ran for 
the senate in Missouri, but he w'^as overw'helm- 
ing elected anyway. Unlike some other senators 
who scare easily, Symington did not scare when 
M cCarthy made this veiled threat. 
Senator McClellan of Arkansas—was not ex­ 
pected to be anti-M cCarthy, but got his eyes 
opened when McCarthy retained as committee 
counsel J. B. M atthews, who charged that the 
protestant clergy was infiltrated by Communists 
, . . McClellan immediately heard from Baptist- 
M ethodist Arkansas and led the Democratic bolt 
from the M cCarthy committee . . . There w’as 
no censorship of M cCarthy’s methods by Re­ 
publicans at that time. 
There is i^lso a tragic chapter in McClellan’s 
life which he doesn’t like to think about, when, 
after the North African landings, he got a letter 
from his son that he had been quite ill, but the 
Arm y doctors didn’t think anything w» as w^rong. 
The boy added that he didn’t w^ant his father to 
do anything, because he felt a senator’s son 
should not play favorites 
. . . . Simultaneously 
w ith the letter came a telegram from the Army 
that the boy had died of .spinal meningitis. So 
senator McClellan, w'ho asked no favors from the 
Army, sees no reason w’hy a private named 
gchine should be coddled and pampered. 
Senators Dirksen and M undt—Both have long 
been close friends of Joe M cCarthy’.s, Mary 
M undt, wife of the senator, is an intimate of the 
M cCarthy clique and sees Joe or Jean several 
times a w'eek. She is one of the M cCarthy’s 
closest friends, and Karl has had to step care­ 
fully a.s between his wife and the anti-M cCarthy 
,public which sometimes bombards him with 
telegram s . . . . Dirksen of Illinois, one of the 
ablest men in the senate, has long been friendly 
with M cCarthy, but didn’t really get busy pull­ 
ing Joe’s chestnuts out of the fire until he got 
a signal from the Chicago Tribune’s Colonel 
McCormick . . . . Dirksen has been trying to call 
the hearings off, also deftly maneuvered against 
putting the monitored phone conversations in 
the record . . . . Dirksen and Mundt were elo­ 
quent persuaders at the brain-washing session 
at W’hich the four Republican senators persuaded 
Secretary Stevens to back down from his no- 
generals-to-testify position . . . . coming from 
the traditionally isolationist midwest, Dirksen 
and M undt belong to the original pro-Taft, 
anti-Eisenhower wdng of the GOP. Secretary 
Stevens, a New York-New Jerseyite, belongs to 
the inter-nationalist, eastern wdng ci the party. 
Sometimes there is less love between them than 
with some Democrats. 
Other senate m embers—Henry “Scoop” tlack- 
son, W ashington Democrat, was picked for the 
McCarthy committee because he had training as 
a district attorney. He is considered one of the 
up-and-com ing youngsters in the senate, but 
both he and Symington labor under the handicap 
of being freshmen . . . . Seniority rates high in 
the U. S. Senate . . . .Potter of Michigan, also 
a freshman, is possibly more pro-Republican 
than pro-Eisenhower. Perhaps because Potter 
lost both legs in the war, M cCarthy has been 
careful not to tangle with him . . . . Dw'orshak of 
Idaho is an honest conservative who puts the 
Republican party ahead of Eisenhower, He is 
consistently loyal to the GOP m ajority . . . All 
four Republican members seem to lean more 
toward their fellow senator from Wisconsin 
than toward the Eisenho\ver administration in 
their oross-exemination.

As Classroom By Scientists

WASHINGTON—The 
philosophers and 
the 
psychiatrists and the psychoanalysts—along wdth 
millions of other Americans—have been w atch­ 
ing and listening to and reading about the great 
U. S. Senate’s investigation of the monkeyshines 
over Arm y Pvt. G. David Schine. 
These scientists, w'hose specialty is the mental 
life and capacity of individuals, have a special 
interest in cases like this. They see things in 
these daily, sustained disclosures of hum an be­ 
havior that ordinary individuals may miss. This 
show' is better than a long series of seances wdth 
the patient on a psychiatrLst’s couch, revealing 
his subconscious mind.

Such imm aturity 
indicates that the adult is still trying to work 
out by childish means the problem of his various 
relationships to life.

If he will scream loudly enough, kick his heels, 
hold his breath, choke, get red in the face, 
he can frighten the life out of his parents and 
make them yield, . .

In a chapter on “The Play of Politics on the 
Mind,*’ Dr. Overstreet analyzes the man who 
feels “alive” only when actually or vicariously 
involved in conflict. 
That 
such a man is a troublem aker in 
a

enough,” writes the author. “W hereever he 
wields his influence there are likely to be ten- 
sion.s, irrational angeVs, quarrels that stem front 
insufficient causes, ruthlessly damaged repu­ 
tations, and a general irritable readiness for a 
fight.
